Weight change 
to KY 22 Bridge 
over the Licking 
River in Falmouth 

After a recent bridge 
inspection, the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet has 
decided to reduce the weight 
limit on the KY 22/Shomak- 
ertown Bridge that crosses 
over the Licking River in 
Falmouth, Kentucky. 

The weight limit will be 
lowered to 3 tons for all ve¬ 
hicles. Signs and message 
boards will be installed to 
inform motorists of the new 
restriction. 

Currently, a new $6 
million bridge is being con¬ 
structed to replace the ex¬ 
isting functionally obsolete 
steel truss bridge that was 
built in 1928. 

The new structure will 
be a concrete deck on steel 
girders. Over 1.4 million 
pounds of structural steel will 
be used in its construction. 
The bridge will include four 
spans and, with approaches, 
will be 730 feet long. The 
new bridge will be construct¬ 
ed just north of the existing 
structure. It will have a side¬ 
walk that will continue to the 
boat ramp entrance. 

The weight restriction 
will remain in place on the 
old structure during con¬ 
struction of the new bridge. 
Once the project is complete, 
the steel truss and deck will 
be removed from the Sho- 
makertown Bridge. 

The new bridge will 
be complete in the summer 
2013.

From Our Fellow Kentuckians 
Rascals, Heroes and Just 
Plain Uncommon Folk 
By James C. Claypool 
Presley O’Bannon 1776-1850 

Presley Neville O ’ Bannon, 
bom in Virginia in 1776, be¬ 
came a Marine on January 
18, 1801. As a second lieu¬ 
tenant, did two tours of duty 
in the Mediterranean. By the 
following year, he was seeing 
the Barbary pirates’ actions 
in capturing American ships, 
confiscating the cargo and 
forcing the crews into slavery. 

Attempts to stop these 
activities were not success¬ 
ful because the “pirates were 
wily and difficult to catch 
since they could slip into safe 
havens all along the North Af¬ 
rican coast.” 

Although Congress had 
set up the navy in 1794 to try 
to cope with this, it became 
much more of “a high prior¬ 
ity” after Thomas Jefferson 
was elected in 1801. 

In 1805 there was a re¬ 
quest for Jefferson to send 
men to General William Eaton 
for more efforts to stop the pi¬ 
racy. When such men were not 
available, the General asked 
Marine First Lieutenant Pres¬ 
ley O’Bannon for help. This 
Marine led a group of seven of 
his fellow Marine troops, with 
the addition of four hundred 
mercenaries. They marched 
six hundred miles for three 
weeks from Egypt to the pi¬ 
rates’ “fortified stronghold at

Deme in Tripoli.” Resistance 
was strong although by April 
27, the lieutenant and his men 
had not only endured severe 
attacks by the Tripoli army, 
but had captured the enemy’s 
site. And, by June 1805, the 
war had ended with a treaty. 

O’Bannon was “The Hero 
of Deme” and was given a 
jeweled Mameluke sword by 
the legitimate sultan of Trip¬ 
oli. (All Marine officers get a 
replica of this. Also, Marines 
needed protective clothing 
and so wore leather collars, 
which is the source of the 
name “leathernecks”.) 

O’Bannon left the Marine 
Corps at the age of thirty-one 
and joined the army, where he 
was a captain in his regiment 
for two years until it was dis¬ 
banded. 

His mother had moved to 
Russellville, KY, and he re¬ 
turned from the service to live 
with her. He was a member of 
the Kentucky House of Repre¬ 
sentatives for four terms and 
the Kentucky Senate for two 
terms. His death occurred on 
September 12, 1850, and his 
grave is in Frankfort. 

“The Marine Corps 
Hymn” reads “...to the shores 
of Tripoli.” because of Ma¬ 
rine First Lieutenant Presley 
O’Bannon.

THE COUNSEL OF KINDNESS 
by Pastor Ricky Kurth 

“And be ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God for Christ’s sake 
hath forgiven you” (Eph. 4:32). 

While probably everyone has an idea of what it means 
to be kind, the precise definition of kindness might surprise 
you! Let’s begin by seeing how the Bible defines this word, 
as we compare Scripture with Scripture: 

In II Chronicles 10, Rehoboam had just inherited the 
throne of Israel upon the death of his father Solomon (9:29- 
31). When the people asked if he would ease the financial 
burden that his father had placed upon them (10:1-5), 
Rehoboam “took counsel with the old men that had stood 
before Solomon” (v. 6). These elders wisely replied, 

“If thou be kind to this people, and please them, and 
speak good words to them, they will be thy servants for 
ever” (v. 7). 

However, the parallel passage in I Kings 12 records 
their words differently: 

“If thou wilt be a servant unto this people this day, 
and wilt serve them, and answer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they will be thy servants for ever” 
(v.7). 

Far from a discrepancy, this variation in what these 
men were heard to say that day is God’s way of defining 
kindness. To be kind to a man means to be a servant to him. 
This agrees with Webster’s definition of the word “kind”: 
“Disposed to do good to others, and to make them happy 
by granting their requests, supplying their wants...,” etc. 

How important is kindness? When Rehoboam “forsook 
the counsel of the old men” (I Kings 12:8), and determined 
to be more unkind than his father ever dreamed of being 
(vv. 14,15), “Israel rebelled against the house of David” 
(v. 19). This was the beginning of the great division in the 
twelve tribes of Israel, as Jeroboam led ten of the tribes 
in revolt away from the house of David, driving a wedge 
between the ten tribes of Israel and the two tribes of Judah 
(I Kings 12:20-33). In other words, millions of people were 
divided for a thousand years—all for the lack of a little 
kindness! 

In closing, while your lack of kindness is not likely to 
have that kind of monumental effect in the world, it will 
affect someone. Why not rather decide right now to be 
Pauline in practice as well as in doctrine, and (( be ye kind 
one to another! ”

Old Washington, KY to host Garden 
Day on Saturday, May 12, 2012 



Mary can be quite con¬ 
trary about how her garden 
grows, but not members of 
Old Washington, Inc. (OWI) 
who are sponsoring a new 
event this year in the historic 
1700s village of Washington, 
KY. Garden tours, artists, 
printmaking, plant and flower 
demonstrations, sales and 
even music and a “Tea” will 
highlight Garden Day on Sat¬ 
urday, May 12, 2012. All of 
the events are free and opened 
to the public. The Visitor’s 
Center and Museums will 
be open from 10 a.m. until 
4 p.m. This is an all-volun¬ 
teer program. The focus of 
this event is education while 
having a wonderful time cel¬ 
ebrating the arrival of spring 
and Mother’s Day. 

Local gardens will be 
open for tours from noon until 
3:30 p.m. Artist Ken Swin- 
son’s garden at the historic 
“Goforth House” at 1934 Old 
Main Street features iris and 
peonies. Elizabeth White- 
man Wood, wife of George 
Wood about 1786, brought 
the first peonies in Northern 
Kentucky here from Phila¬ 
delphia. Ken will have a free 
print making activity for all 
ages using natural materials 
like leaves and flowers. 

Next located at 2014 Old 
Main Street is the beautiful 
rose garden in front of Janies 
and Claudia Moose’s lovely 
brick home built in 1812. 
The trolley will be transport¬ 
ing visitors up and down Old 
Main Street. 

The acre garden at Phil 
and Debby Weber’s house 
features a two-tiered fishpond, 
unique yellow magnolia tree 
and a wide variety of flowers 
such as columbine, butter¬ 
cups, phlox, red-hot pokers 
and coneflowers. Their home 
at 2026 Old Main Street was 
built in 1815 by James Pax¬ 
ton as a wedding gift to his 
daughter. 

On the other end of these 
row houses at 2028 Old Main 
Street behind Paxton Inn is 
a restored parterre garden, 
(an ornamental geometric ar¬ 
rangement of flower plots), 
similar to the Williamsburg, 
Virginia gardens. Four box¬ 
woods surround the parterre 
plots with an antique sun¬ 
dial set in a historic grinding 
stone in the center. One plot 
is devoted to a culinary herb 
garden with an authentic Old 
Washington restored well. 
Behind an old wrought iron 
fence are two heirloom roses 
from the garden of Luellen 
Pyles’ grandmother and peo¬ 
nies, a favorite of the Mar¬ 
shall Key family. A shade 
garden beneath an old maple 
tree contains shade-loving 
plants: hostas, ferns, sweet 
woodruff, bee balm, ger¬ 


mander and bleeding hearts. 
Beautiful tulips, donated by 
Jane Wise, were in bloom 
earlier in the season. 

It is in this picturesque 
setting artist Barb Clarke will 
be located. 

The Pillsbury House lo- 

catedat505 South Court Street 
has flowering beds in front, 
hostas and flowers as well as 
flowering shrubs, and hollies 
along the side and back of the 
home built in 1812. The An¬ 
gel Garden in the center of the 
back yard has just been com¬ 
pletely renovated and knock¬ 
out roses added. There is a 
fountain on the back in front 
of the wrought iron fence. A 
huge magnolia tree beside the 
grape arbor is the focal point 
of the back yard. An electric 
antique birdbath, bird feed¬ 
ers, & sundial are found as 
you wander the winding rock 
and brick pathways around 
the yard. 

Kenneth and Polly 

Haggard’s garden at 2229 
Old Main Street has over 25 
perennials, numerous annu¬ 
als and a new lily bed. Their 
house, which was built by 
George Soward in 1847 had a 
“traveler’s room”. 

The Bluegrass Artisan 
Center, 2215 Old Main Street 
is located in the Cane Brake 
log cabin, which previously 
housed the Visitor’s Cen¬ 
ter. Its garden features cane, 
peonies, lily of the valley and 
lamb’s ear. Mike Cowden, 
director, has filled it with lo¬ 
cal and regional art exhibits, 
Megann Thomas’ sculpture, 
Sue Gorman’s paintings, and 
Jennifer Gleason’s Sunflower 
Sundries. Rob Weingartner 
will be demonstrating silver- 
smithing designing his unique 
jewelry. 

“Growing Herbs” with 
Carrie Taylor, MCTC instruc¬ 
tor, will be held in the Wash¬ 
ington Meetinghouse from 
10:00 until 11:00 a.m. Free 
and all who call 606-301- 
1832 to pre-register can take 
home a free plant. 

Mason County Extension 
Agent & Master Gardeners 
will have presentations at the 
Washington Meetinghouse on 
flower arranging and dividing 
plants from noon until 2:00 
p.m. 

Visit the Albert S. John¬ 
ston House Museum at 507 
South Court Street to register 
for a door prize. Permanent 
village shops, artists, local gar¬ 
den and other vendors will be 
set up along Old Main Street 
with displays and selling their 
wares.

Misinformation May Stop Kentucky Storm 
Survivors From Registering With Fema 


Some survivors of the 
severe storms and tornadoes 
that struck Kentucky Feb. 
29 through March 3 may 
not have registered with the 
Federal Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency for assis¬ 
tance because of miscon¬ 
ceptions or lack of accurate 
information. 

With the deadline to 
register for federal assis¬ 
tance less than two weeks 
away on May 7, it’s impor¬ 
tant that all survivors who 
suffered damage in the di¬ 
saster register as soon as 
possible. 

Here are some examples 
of misconceptions and mis¬ 
information. 

I thought my income 
was too high for me to 
qualify. 

There is no income test 
for FEMA assistance. Any¬ 
one with disaster damage 
or loss may be eligible for 
help. 

My insurance agent 
told me I might not be able 
to get help from FEMA 
because I have insurance. 

Everyone with insur¬ 
ance should register. FEMA 
may be able to help with un¬ 
insured costs. 

I rent my home so I 
thought I wouldn’t be 
eligible for FEMA assis¬ 
tance. 

Anyone who suffered 
damage during the Ken¬ 
tucky storms and tornadoes 
of Feb. 29-March 3 should 
register with FEMA. Rent¬ 
ers may qualify for assis¬ 
tance for losses suffered. 

I thought assistance 
would affect my Social Se¬ 
curity benefits, taxes, food 
stamps or Medicaid. 


FEMA assistance does 
not affect benefits from oth¬ 
er federal programs and it 
is not reportable as taxable 
income. 

I registered with the 
voluntary agency that is 
helping in the community. 
I thought that registered 
me with FEMA, too. 

In order to be consid¬ 
ered for disaster assistance, 
you must register with 
FEMA by using the toll- 
free telephone number or 
online. The phone number 
is 800-621-3362 or log on 
to disasterassistance.com. 
Other information on regis¬ 
tering is located later in this 
article. 

I thought it was too 
late for me to apply since 
I already cleaned up and 
made the repairs. 

You may be eligible for 
reimbursement of your clean 
up and repair expenses. 

I thought FEMA only 
made loans. I don’t want 
a loan. 

FEMA makes grants 
to help survivors recover. 
These are not loans and do 
not have to be repaid. 

I’m going to register 
just as soon as I can find 
the time to get all the pa¬ 
perwork done. 

There is no paperwork 
to register with FEMA. You 
can do it with one phone 
call that takes about 30 min¬ 
utes or go online and regis¬ 
ter which also doesn’t take 
long to do. The deadline is 
May 7, so don’t wait any 
longer to register. 

I already received di¬ 
saster assistance last year. 
I thought I couldn’t get it 
again this year. 


If you had damage from 
another federally declared 
disaster you may register 
for assistance because you 
had damage in this disaster. 

Other people need the 
help more than I do. 

FEMA has enough 
funding to assist all eligible 
survivors. You will not be 
taking from others if you 
register for aid yourself. 

I didn’t know there 
was assistance available. 

FEMA tries to let ev¬ 
eryone know about disaster 
assistance, but some people 
miss the message. Please be 
sme to tell your neighbors, 
co-workers and friends.

State Road Plan to send millions 


of dollars in projects to area 


The Kentucky General 
Assembly has approved a 
two-year Road Plan that 
authorizes $69.8 million in 
road projects for Mason, 
Fleming and Bracken coun¬ 
ties through the summer of 
2014. 

The Road Plan includes 
$12 million this fiscal year 
in state priority project funds 
to widen the AA Highway 
to four lanes from the new 
Maysville Bridge Road west 
to Ky. 10 at Femleaf-Ger- 
mantown Road, according 
to Rep. Mike Denham, D- 
Maysville. 

The plan also authoriz¬ 
es: 

• Approximately $11.5 
million to reconstruct and 
improve Ky. 1448 from Ky. 
9 to U.S. 68; 

• $1 million to repair the 
Springdale Road to the Cab¬ 
in Creek area and Carmeuse 
Lime; 

• $780,000 in fiscal year 
2013 for design of a new ac¬ 
cess route from Ky. 11 north¬ 
east to the AA Highway, in¬ 
cluding a new interchange at 
Ky. 9; 

• $780,000 in fiscal year 

2013 for design of a new ac¬ 
cess route from U.S. 68 near 
Old Washington east to Ky. 
11, including a new inter¬ 
change at Ky. 11. 

• $350,000 in fiscal year 

2014 to replace the bridge 
on Flat Fork Road over Flat 
Fork about 0.24 miles south 
of Flemingsburg-Mayslick 
Road, and; 

• $435,000 over the next 
two years to replace the 
bridge on Dixon Pike over 
the Licking River 0.34 miles 
south of Thomas Lane. 

• $22 million in state 
priority funds in fiscal year 
2014 and $3.35 million this 
fiscal year to reconstruct Ky. 
1159 from Brooksville to 
the AA Highway in Bracken 
County. 

• $2.4 million in fiscal 
year 2014 and $1.17 million 
this fiscal year for spot im¬ 
provements on Ky. 10 from 
Brooksville south to Pow- 
ersville in Bracken County, 
among other projects. 

• $5.4 million this fiscal 
year for construction to ex¬ 
tend the Flemingsburg By¬ 
pass to the Tollesboro-Mt. 
Carmel Road (Ky. 57) in 
Fleming County, and; 


• $4.75 million in state 
priority funds in fiscal year 
2013 for reconstruction of 
Ky. 165 and Ky. 32 near the 
new Ewing School in Flem¬ 
ing County, among other 
projects. 

“Every project in the pro¬ 
posed road plan for the three- 
county area is necessary and 
timely,” said Denham, who 
helped craft the proposal as 
a member of the House Ap¬ 
propriations and Revenue 
Committee. 

Sens. Walter Blevins, D- 
Morehead, and Robin Webb, 
D-Grayson, who share rep¬ 
resentation of some roads 
in their respective districts 
with Denham, were thanked 
by Denham for their work to 
retain the road projects as the 
Road Plan moved through 
the Senate. 

“Without the help of 
Sens. Blevins and Webb, 
these projects would not 
have been possible,” said 
Denham. 

Both Senators comment¬ 
ed on the projects today. 

“These improvements to 
our infrastructure will have 
a positive impact for many 
years to come and are vital to 
the future economic develop¬ 
ment of the area. I am excit¬ 
ed and delighted that we are 
moving forward with these 
projects,” said Sen. Blevins. 

Sen. Webb said, “These 
improvements will go a long 
way toward improving our 
roads and will also greatly 
boost the economy. These 
investments in our roads are 
investments in the future of 
the Commonwealth.” 

The Road Plan also in¬ 
cludes funding to complete 
the upgrade of U.S. 68 from 
Maysville to Lexington, 
which has been a priority of 
this area for many years. 

The Road Plan was 
passed by lawmakers dur¬ 
ing the 2012 Regular Ses¬ 
sion of the Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, which ended 
on April 12. Funding for the 
Road Plan was approved last 
week during a special ses¬ 
sion called by the governor 
for passage of a Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet operating bud¬ 
get and legislation to crack 
down on improper prescrib¬ 
ing of pain medication in the 
Commonwealth.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Bracken County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 7, 2012 through May 21, 
2012. Under the supervision of the property valuation 
administrator or one of the deputies, any person may 
inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2012, assessment on which 
state, county and school taxes for 2012 will be due about 
October 1, 2012. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be inspected 
between the hours 8-4 Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday and 8-12 on Wednesday and Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may 
be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his or her assessment by 
filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition 
stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office 
no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer 
does not agree with the assessed value of personal 
property as determined by the office of property valuation 
administrator. 

1. He or she must list under protest (for certification) 
what he or she believes to be the fair cash value of his or 
her property. 

2. He or she must file a written protest directly with 
the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation 
within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services 

4/12/2012 

Child Find 

The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which is 
designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “Child Find” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District find any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the 
name and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the 
parents or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special 
Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services.

As part of these efforts 
the Augusta Independent School District will use screening information, student records, 
and basic assessment information it collects on all children in the District to help locate 
those children who have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. Any 
information the District collects through “Child Find” is maintained confidentially. 

Written Policies and Procedures have been developed which describe the District’s 
requirements regarding the confidentiality of personally identifiable information and 
“Child Find” activities. There are copies in the Principal’s office of each school, and in the 
Board of Education office.
